In live
minutes there were six inches of water cover
ing the earth there. People thoughr such a
shower would spend itself, and waired for it to

stop.

YT fifteen wioutes there was at least two
feet of water on the premises Thea the la-
dies present thought it best to start for howe.
And such a start! Talk about the Black
Crook ! And tumbling! This s the way
they did it. A geotleman would take o lady
in his arms, and start for the door. This
couple would collide with other couples;
down would a fair one and . stern one wo in
the water, amidst screams of the drowning
ones, and yells of laughter from spectators, —
The luckless fallen ones would arise, as black
with mud and water stirred in black muck
could make them. And as to skirts! nobody
seemed to care whether skirts were gathered
as bigh as their waists, or thrown over their
heads.

“Tywo ladies deliberately took ofl their shees
and stockings, and “‘gathering theiv garments
high,” started for land. They waded and
stumbled towards the door, and the way the
cheers wen: up from the crowd was stunning;
they drowoed the loud thunder. At one time
there was such a mixture of tamble—dowss in
the water that it was hard to tell who were
women and who were men, save by an occa-
sional bearded face that appeared above the
floating calico.

Lo less time than we are (aking to tell
this the water filled the ring. But the actors |
heeded it not, They turned handsprings,
somersaults, made cart-wheels, and walked on
their hands, or attempted to, io the little lake.
till their spangled tunics, their flesh-colored
tights and their hands and faces were all of one
cofor—a dirty black. At each ezercise the
crowd cheered and the performers roared.

Amid such sights as these the crowd wade
their way throngh mud und water to the side-
walks west of Iowa street, better satisfied with
their money’s worth than any circas crowd ever
was before,”’
